Wages Too High For Farmers. 

One reason why laborers on the 
farm is scarce is because the great 
cities and railroads can ull'ord to 
pay more than the farmers can. 
The farmers cannot pay acoinmop, 
stout man $1 50 per day ; so they 
will do without the help and re- 
duce their acreage in cultivation. 
This will be a necessity, but it will 
produce a scarcity that will be 
seriously felt among the mechan- 
ics, clerks and merchants, who will 
have to pay higher pi ices for all 
kinds of vegetables and fruits. 

When the city of Nashville fixed 
the price of a stout, unskilled la- 
oorer*at $1.50 per day. thousands 
of colored people threw down the 
plow and rush»d into the city, 
leaving the farmers and their wives 
to struggle to keep up their farms, 
If improved implements are used 
on the farms, they will greatly re- 
lieve the enforced conditions. 

There are now in Nashville hun- 
dreds ot white families who can 
greatly improve their financial 
condition by moving to the coun- 
try and teaching their daughters 
to do domestic work, and their 
boys to handle the ax, hoe and 
plow. The country is the place 
for health, comfort and freedom 
from care. — Southern Agriculturist 



Dairy Oont's. 

Copy these don'ts, stick them 
up in your dairy barn and observe 
them next to the ten command- 
ments. The latter will m*ke you 
a better man and the former a 
richer one: 

Don't mix water with your cus- 
tomers' milk. 

Don't mix waim milk with that 
which has been cooled. 

. Don'* mix dirt with milk. Keep 
the cow's udders clean. 

Don't expose the milk to bad 
odors. It is astonishing how quick- 
ly it will assimilate them. 

Don't keep the milk in the barn 
longer than possible. As soon as 
drawn it should be strained into 
clean vessels and put in a cool 
place. 

Don't add anything to the milk 
to keep it from souring. Cooling 
it quickly and thoroughly u the 
only thing necessary. 

on't milk the cows until you 
e thoroughly cleaned their ud 
ders, No strainer can remove the 
foreign matter or odor of it at'te'- 
it is once dissolved in the milk 

Don't be irregular about the 
milkini Have a certain hour at 



night and in the morning, and al- 
ways milk it that time. 

Don't be loud or rough whtn 
handling the cows. If you have 
good milkers they are necessarily 
very nervous. For this reason it is 
advisable to excite them as little 
as possible. Many a good cow has 
been ruined by harsh taeatment or 

Don't fail to observe these rules 
and you will be riciier at the end 
of the year and have a better pay- 
ing herd. 

Lima to Prevent Diseases cn 
tabbaqe. 

Some seasons protracted rains 
greatly damage the cabbage crop, 
it being destroyed by clyb root 
and rot. All the old cabbage 
etubs should be -enioved from the 
plat of lund where cabbage grew 
last year. Where club root was 
last year among the plants, at least 
fiity bushels of air-slacked lime 
should be applied per acre to de- 
stroy fungus germs this spring be 
fore caobage plants are transplant- 
ed. Put seed bed on pure, clean 
soil, and if any of the young plants 
show bi^'ns of disease on ihe roots, 
put them in the tire.
